PANIC IN A THEATRE. 

Terrible Scene in a Packed House in the 
City of Baltimore— Numerous 
Live., Lost. 

Baltimore, Dec. 28. — Twenty -one per- 
sons were killed and twice as many 
more injured last night durinu a panic 
at the old Front street theatre in this 
city. Most of the victims are of Polish 
nationality. The theatre was filled 
from pit to dome. The ticket oflice 
receipts show that over 2,700 tickets had 
been Bold, when at 8 o'clock the sale of 
seats was stopped because no more were 
left; but it is supposed thai. ;i,000 people 
were within »hen the curtain 
went up. Ten minutes after, one 
of the attendants went up to the second 
tier to lieht the gas, which appeared to 
have been extinguished. A.8 no turned 
the cock and applied the match the light 
flared up and it was seen there was no 
tip to the burner. As the glare from it 
showed against the fall, some one 
in the gallery shouted " fire! " In an 
instant there was a mad scramble for 
the door, in which the whole audience 
took part. 

In less time than it takes to tell it the 
landing was packed twenty or thirty 
deep with a panic-stricken crowd be- 
hind them struggling to reach the street. 
Ambulances carried the dead to the 
morgue and the wounded to the city 
hospital. Not a soul would have been 
injured had the audience remained seat- 
ed. Nine bodies were taken to the 
morgue. Of those taken to the hospital 
fifteen died almost immediately and two 
more will probably die before morning 
and ten were desperately hurt. 



MONTREAL CENTRE ELECTION. 

"Laurier Controlled by the Worst Charac- 
ters in Public Lite"- A Purely 
Quebec Party. 

Montrkal, Dec. 28. — At yesterday's 
polling McShane's vote totalled 3,295, 
while Sir William Kingston received t

dersonal one. 

Toronto, Dec. 2H. — Referring to the 1

JAPANESE PARLIAMENT

Yokohama, Dec. 28. — The Japanese 
parliament opened to-day with the ' 
imperial speech. Ilih Majesty said he j 
was rejoiced at the end of the wur with 
China, that order had been established | 
in the island of Formosa and that re- j 
lations between Japan and foreign 
powers were more intimate than form- 
erly. Continuing 1 lis Majesty remarked j 
that the Japanese euipin; had already 1 
achieved striking progress in civ-ilka- j 
tion, hut he added it had a long and j 
arduous task before it. Measures would 
be introduced, he said in conclusion, to 
increase the defences of the country.

Meeting of the Committee of Investigation — 
No Information Forthcoming —Lord 
Dunraven Sails Home 

New York, Dec. 28. — The investiga- 
tion committee of the New York club 
adjourned shortly before G o'clock to 
meet again at 10 a.m. on Monday. 
None of them would speak with refer- 
ence to what had qc.ctirred at the meet- 
ing to-day, and all attempts to ascertain 
the possible or probable outcome of the 
session were ready with the answer: " I 
can't say; I don't know." One thing 
is certain, however, that one of the De- 
fender's crew was called before the com- 
mission. All the other wiln 'ssi s were 
told to he on hand on Monday. The 
last man to leave the club-house was C. 
Oliver Isel in. Hailing a cab he jumped 
inside. The cab was immediately sur- 
rounded by the news gatherers; Mr. 
Isel in, however, would give no word of 
information. 

The special committee had fo consider 
the charges preferred by Lord Dunraven 
that the Defender did not sail against 
the Valkyrie in her measured water line. 
Lord Dunraven was on the stand and his 
friend Arthur Glennie was also subject- 
ed to a few questions by Lawyer Choate. 

Lord Dunraven and his friend Arthur 
Glennie sailed this afternoon on board 
the Umbria for England. They arrived 
at the pier accompanied by Mr. II. Mait- 
land Kersey, and immediately went to 
the upper deck of the steamship. In 
answer to several questions out, his 
lordship said, " I really don't wish to 
talk." Mr. Glennie was a little more 
communicative. When asked the reason 
of Dunraven's sudden departure, he 
said, " It's a very sad ending." Mr. 
Glennie did not feel inclined to qualify nor 
define this statement when urged to do 
so; he said there wereonly two men left 
behind to look after the interests of Lord 
Dunraven, named Lawyer Askwith and 
Secretary Hamilton. The reporter asked 
Mr. Glennie if all the evidence in the 
case as far as Lord Dunraven went hud 
been submitted. In reply he said:

Columbia in this way, Col. Prior thought 
it ought to be a very long time before 
the electors of this province vote for 
them. (Hear, hear.) He was surprised 
that anyone could ask support for them 
in view" of their attitude to British Col- 
umbia from the very beginning, w hen 
in place of the Canadian Pacific railway 
as now existing they wished to place a 
miserable affair, half rail and half water, 
which in winter would be no use. 

He showed the absurdity of the nar- 
row minded contention that every dollar 
contributed hy British Columbia should 
come back and lie spent in this prov- 
ince, as if we are to pay nothing towards 
the general expenses of the titlniinistia- , 
tion of Dominion affairs' and also that 
in addition to the large permanent ex- 
penditures which the government make 
there are many special works being car- 
ried on. For instance, there is the new 
post office at Victoria, which is to be of 
far superior class to that given to any 
other place of twice the size in Canada. 
Then iSir Mackenzie Howell lias prom- 
ised aid to the extension of the E. & N. 
railway at the earliest possible moment. 
(Applause. ) 




THE TRADE QUESTION. 

Disastrous Effect of Turin" Tinkering Plainly 
Illustrated in the United States. 

Taking up the trade question, Col. 
Prior pointed out that free trade would 
be all very well for the few with fixed 
incomes and permanent positions, but 
he would ask how would our own people 
find employment in industries — in boiler 
making, for instance, as carried on in 
this city — if it were not for protection, 
and what advantage would it he to the 
mechanic to be able to buy certain arti- 
cles cheap if he had no employment to 
provide him with the money for pur- 
chase. (Hear, hear.) He referred to 
the business upheaval in the United 
States which followed the recent tem- 
porary change of policy in the direction 
of a lowering of the tariff, and read this 
sample article on that subject: 

" In the election of November, 1892, the 
Free Traders won, and in a few months th .? 
greatest consternation prevailed through- 
out the whole country. The manufacturers 
filled their standing orders as soon as pos- 
sible this kept business somewhat brisk 
for about six months. Then the erasli 
camp. Wages were reduced, employes dis- 
missed and factories closed. Over 
seven hundred lwinks suspended and 
dire distress was felt everywhere. In 
less than a year from the free trade victory 
at the polls' President Cleveland's message 
to congress contained the following signifi- 
cant words: 'With plenteous crops, with 
abundant promise of remunerative pro- 
duction and manufacture, with unusual 
invitation to safe invest meat, and with 
satisfactory assurance to business enter- 
prise, suddenly financial distrust and fear 
nave sprung up on every side. Values sup- 
posed to be fixed are fast becoming con- 
jectural, and loss and failure have involved 
every brunch of business.' 

" In two years the decrease of the output 
of factories was 56 per cent., the falling off 
of the number of hands employed was 30 
per cent., and the decrease in the amount 
of wages earned was 15 per cent.

Quebec. The government at all events 
feel that this is their duty and they are 
prepared to take the responsibility of 
performing that duty.

Col. Prior — " The government have 
yet to bring down their bill. That bill 
will state what it is that they propose to 
do; and until that time neither you nor 
I know what it may contain. It may 
demand separate schools under proper 
provincial supervision; it may only de- 
mand an hour's instruction in religious 
subjects at the end of the regular school 
hours. Nobody knows exactly what the 
government may propose to parlia- 
ment." 

Mr. Martin declared himself not satis-

TIE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

The Dominion Government Simply Carry- 
ing Out a Plain Duty Imposed on 
Them by Law. 

He did not pretend to be a constitu- 
tional lawyer, Col. Prior continued, hut 
he felt that he had enough common 
sense to see that two and two make four 
and nothing else, notwithstanding all 
the little quibbles and quirks in which 
some lawyers may indulge. He said 
this apropos of the Manitoba school 
question, with which lie would deal 
briefly, and he first took up an editorial 
in the Times in which he was declared 
to be at sea on this matter — while the 
simple fact was that he had not been 
fairly reported in the passage where he 
said that in Manitoba they had separate 
schools by law from 1870 to 1890. That 
is a fact, is it not? he asked. 

" Hear, hear," answered Mr, Martin. 

Col. Prior continued that the Dominion 
government, in his opinion, are simply 
performing their duty in the matter of 
the Manitoba school question ; and lie 
again pointed out that there is no foun- 
dation lor the contention that the 
Dominion may next be found forcing sep- 
arate schools on this province. British 
Columbia, he Bho wed , is under an en- 
tirely different law to that of Manitoba, 
and under our law the Dominion gov- 
ernment can never interfere here. He 
held that it is rather late in the day for 
the opposition to say as they do that the 
law of Manitoba was not intended tube 
what it is to-day and has been for twen- 
ty-live years. The law must be taken as 
it is — however it came to be that way. 
This law gives the Manitoba minority 
the right to appeal to the government of 
the Dominion for redress of the griev- 
ance which the judicial committee of 
the privy council have declared to exist, 
and he held it would simply be cowardly 
for the government to refuse to listen to 
the appeal or to right the wrong shown 
to exist. (Hear, hear.) He had not 
said, ns declared by the Times, 
that the Dominion govern men tare honnd 
bylaw to interfere; he did, however, 
contend — and left it to any sensible man 
to say if he is not right — that as men of 
honor it is their duty to gdo so for the 
protection of the rights of the minority 
who, under the law, have appealed to 
them. Whatever denomination a man 
belongs to, if the law is on his side the 



Martin was proceeding with 
another question, when there were loud 
cries of "Sit down!

Hon. Dr. Helmcken being enthusias- 
tically called lor for the next address, he 
rose with the remark that he would pre- 
fer to hear some of the gentlemen from 
Esquimalt. As a voter, interested in 
the development of British Columbia, 
striving for British Columbia first and 
foremost, he objected to seeing British 
Columbia interests sacrificed to Mani- 
toba. (Hear, hear.) If Manitoba has a 
quarrel let her light it out with the 
government herself. What, he asked, 
does Manitoba care for British Colum- 
bia, except to send her products to our 
markets? If the people of Manitoba 
had been conciliatory to each other this 
question would never have come up. It 
is all very well for grandiloquent and 
grandiose men to come forward with 
their remedies, but they are like those 
who preach in favor of sending flannel 
petticoats to the Africans living in the 
tropics while neglecting their own inter- 
ests. (Laughter.) He asked all those 
who thought as he does— that we should 
advocate the interests of British Colum- 
bia first, last and all the time — to vote' 
for Mr. Prior, fie pointed out that in a 
few months the general elections will be 
on and we. will know all about this 
remedial legislation; it will be time 
enough then to argue about it. He 
would add that t Lose who would neglect 
British Columbia tor the interests of 
other people are not the men who ought 
to represent this Province. We 
want no importations from other 
places to stir up animosities, 
lie did not wish to see the peaceful re- 
lations which had always existed here 
disturbed by Manitoba partisans. (Ap- 
plause.) He repeated that the ManitO- 
bans should have settled this question 
among themselves long ago, but since 
they have not, he thought it the part of 
wisdom to bring in soon' remedial legis- 
lation which will put an end to it. 11*' 
thought, that the hot-headed young men 
who for party purposes would stir up 
such strife should be frowned down.

I British North America Act, LSiiT, con- 
tinue as existing at the time of union 
until altered under the authority of the 
said Act." 

That act has not been altered in any 
respect since British Columbia joined 
the Confederation. Consequently Sec- 
tion 93 of the British North America 
Act applies to this Provinct — is in fact 
part of its Constitution, Subsect ion (3) 
of that act reads as follows : 

"When in any Province a system of 
separate or dissentient schools exists by 
law at the I'nion or is thereafter es- 
tablished by the Legislature of the Pro- 
vince an appeal shall lie to the Gover- 
nor-General-in-Council from any act or I 
decision of the Provincial authority ] 
affecting any right or privilege of the] 
Protestant or Roman Catholic minority 
of the Queen's subjects in relation to 
Kdueation." 

We trust that the above provision of 
the ('< nslitution of the Province will be 
studied very carefully by our readers. 
If they do so the bugaboo raised by the 
Opposition canvassers will not scare 
them in the very least . The intelligent 
reader will see that neither of the condi- 
tions which give the minority the right 
to appeal to the Governor-General-in- 
Council exists in this ProvLico. 

It is well known that separate or dis- 
sentient schools were not established in 
this Province previous to Union, and 
every one also knows that no such sys- 
tem has been established in the Province 
since the Union. Consequently the de- 
nominational minority in British Colum- 
bia have no grounds under the Constitu- 
tion to appeal to the Governor-Gcneral- 
in-Council to interpose in any matter re- 
lating to the establishment of separate 
schools. 

There is not the slightest doubt about 
this. There are, according to the Con- 
stitution, only two conditions tinder 
which the denominational minority in 
this province can appeal to the Domin- 
ion Government. One is if separate 
schools existed ut confederation. This 
condition does not exist, and therefore 
British Columbians need not trouble

She was under steam, and from the 
course in which she was heading ap- 
peared to be bound for Honolulu." 

It was one o'clock on the 
morning of the 23 rd that the 
Miowera and Strathnevis separated and 
her sudden disappearance was in all 
probability caused by impending danger 
to herself and those aboard. The steam- 
ships Miowera and Mineola both for- 
mally libeled the .Strathnevis on Thurs- 
day for salvage, each in the sum of 
ifloO.OOO. 

The libel of the San Francisco Im- 
provement Company, owner of the 
steamship Mineola, was filed with Judge 
Hanford, of the United .States district 
court on Thursday and alleges that the 
Mineola left Tacoma on December 23, 
bound for San Francisco, with 3,400 tons 
of coal. On the next day about noon, 
during heavy seas, she sighted the 
Strathnevis, about eight miles in shore, 
near Destruction island, with ensign up- 
side down and indicating necessity of 
immediate assistance. "The Mineola 
stopped under her stern, and at the re- 
quest of the master and other officers of 
the Strathnevis took her in tow. The 
document recites the storv of the towing 
and its difficulties, and claims $150,000. 

The Canadian Pacific A Australian 
Steamship Company Mas unable to take 
the same proceedings on behalf of the 
Miowera, because it has no one of the 
ship to swear out the necessary affida- 
vits, so it sent lm t Deputy "Marshal 
George \V. Curtis to Port Townsend on 
the steamer City of Kingston to seize 
the ship on a claim of $150,000 for salv- 
age. This was merely ;i formal pro- 
ceeding to net its claim in before the 
case could be called up for adjudication 
by the courts. 

The steamship Strathnevis was order- 
ed to proceed to Tacoma yesterday after- 
noon to hind passengers and cargo pre- 
paratory to going on the dry dock for 
repairs. A gale was blowing from the 
southwest when two large tugs took her 
in tow, and as she was about to round 
Point Marrowstone bound up the Sound 
a squall of wind came on, and for a few 
moments the vessel became unmanage- 
able. Had not the tug Sea Lion rushed 
to the rescue with new hawsers,#he old 
ones having parted, it iH unite probable 
she would have drifted ashore. Without 
further accident she got under way for 
Tacoma at -1 o'clock. 

THE " WACIIUSKTT's " TASTE OF STORM. 

The ship Wachusetts, coal laden from 
Nanaimo for California, was towed in 
from sea to Port Angeles bv the tug 
Holyoke on Monday last. She experi- 
enced the 8ii gale as parted the Mio- 

wera's lines attached t,, the Strathnevis, 
and as a result of her cargo shifting she 
had a seven-foo 1 list when she arrieed 
in port. < hi Monday, just ln-fore the 
tu;.' came to her rescue, there were eight 
vessels within sight of the Cape.

METCHOSIN SOLID. 

A Unanimous Resolution to Support Hon. 
Mr. Prior Passed at Friday's 
Meeting. 

Metchosin stands solid in the Conser- 
vative interests, and so far as the elect- 
ors of that district are concerned, thev 
have to a man pledged their support to 
Hon. E. O. Prior in the by election.

A BY-LAW TO LICENSE AND REG- 
ULATE MILK VENDORS. 



WHEREAS it is deemed expedient in the 
interest and health of the City of Vic- 
toria that all milk vendors shall be licensed 
and the sale of milk regulated t 

lie it therefore enacted by the Municipal 
Council of ttie Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria as follows: — 

1. All dairymen and vendors of milk shall be 
licensed. Any person or persons selling, or 
offering for tale, or disposing of any milk or 
cream without first having obtained a license 
so to do under the provisions of th's by-law, 
shall be deemed to be guilty of an offence and 
punishable as hereinafter provided. 

'J. Every dairyman or person wishing to sell 
milk in the City [of Victoria shall make writ- 
ten application to the Sanitary Inspector for a 
permit for a license solo do; such application 
shall be in the form "A" hereto annexed, and 
shall contain the following Information 
The name ami address of the applicant, the 
source or sources from which he obtains his 
supply of milk, and a written agreement, in 
the form "1!" hereto annexed, signed by the 
fanner, dairyman, fanners or dairymen, from 
whom he obtains bis supply of milk, stating 
that he is or they are willing that bis or their 
farm or farms, cows, food, and wider supply 
shall lie inspected from time to lime by the 
Medical Health Ollieer and the Sanitary In- 
spector of the City, or by either of them. 

< ni the above requirements being com- 
piled with by the applicant, and on the Sani- 
tary Inspector being satisfied w ith the inspec 
tion of the premises, cows, food, and water sup- 
ply, he shall grant to the applicant a permit, in 
the form "C" hereto annexed, for a license to 
vend milk in the City. 

■1. Every applicant, on obtaining such per- 
mit, shall register his name anil address with 
the Treasurer and Collector of the Corporation, 
and thereupon, and upon payment of the fee 
hereinafter mentioned and the production and 
deliver)' of such permit as aforesaid, the said 
Treasurer and Collector Is hereby authorized 
to issue a license in the form hereinafter men- 
tioned. 

5, Such license shall be in Ihe form "I>" 
hereunto annexed, and shall expire on t lie loth 
day of January in each year, unless previously 
cancelled by the Hoard of Health of the said 
City, and the said Treasurer and Collector 
shall be authorized to demand and receive for 
the use of the Corporation a fee of twenty-five 
cents for each license issued as aforesaid. 

t',. A list of the registered and licensed milk 
vendors of the said City shall be, at least once 
n year, posted in some conspicuous place in 
tho City Hall for public information. 

7. The licensee shall comply with all the 
clauses of the "Health By-law" for the time 
being of the City. 

H. The licensee shall have placed in a con- 
spicuous place on every wagon or vehicle from 
which milk is sold the name of the licensee and 
the number of the owner's license, and on 
every milk can from which milk Is sold the 
name of the farmer, dairyman, or persou who 
supplied the milk to the licensee. 

9, Tho licensee, in the event of Ids obtaining 
any milk from any other farmer, dairyman, or 
person than those mentioned In his applica- 
tion, shall before doing so Inform the Sanitary 
Inspector, and shall produce to the Sanitary 
Inspector a e"n»ent in writing in the form " B " 
hereunto annexed, signed by such farmer, 
dairyman, or person, that he will allow his 
premises, cows, water, anil food supply to be 
Inspected by the Medical Health Officer and 
Sanitary Inspector, or either of them, during; 
such time as lie may so supply the licensee. 

10, The license- sh .II forfeit his license and 
be subject to the penalties of tills by-law if at 
any time he sells, or oilers for sale, milk ob- 
tained from a farmer, dairyman, or persou who 
refuses to sign such last-mentioned consent, or 
having signed, refuses to have his premises, 
cows, and food supply inspected by the Medlcoj 
Health Ollieer and Sanitary Inspector, or either 
of them. 

11, All milch cows and cow-byres or sheds, 
and all dairies or other places at which milk 
Is sold or kept for general use shall be subject 
to the inspect ion of the Medical Health Ollieer 
and Sanitary Inspector, or either of them. And 
all such places as aforesaid shall be kept and 
conducted so that the milk shall not contain 
any matter or thing liablo to produce disease, 
cither by reason of adulteration, contamina- 
tion witli sewerage, absorption of disease germs, 
Infection of cows, personal uncleanllness, or 
any oilier recognized cause, and upon such 
condition being broken the license may lie re- 
voked by the Board of Health, 

12, Each dairyman or mils vendor shall 
comply with the various clauses of tho " Health 
By-lau " by giving notice to the Hoard of 
Health of any cases of contagious animal dis- 
eases occurring amongst his cattle or from any 
cattle on the farm from which he obtains milk, 
or of any contagious disease named in ihe 
" Health By law," in his family, or In the farm- 
house or shop at which or ill which the milk 
is either sent or received. 

13, No milk Unit has been adulterated, or 
Mint has been reduced or changed by the Ad- 
dition nt wnlcr or oilier substance, or by ihe 
removal of cream, nor mill; known as sw ill 
uiiik. nor milk from cows or other animals fed 
upon n distillery slop, starch factory products, 
garbage, or other like substance, nor any butter 
or cheese made from any such milk shall be 
brought Into, held, kept, or ottered for sale at 
any place in the City of Victoria, but skimmed 
milk may he sold as such if contained in cans 
bearing upon their exterior the words "skimmed 
milk," placed conspicuously in letters nut less 
than two (2) inches in length, and served in 
measures also similarly marked. No person 
shall supply such skimmeil milk unless such 
quality of milk is asked for by the purchaser. 

II. All dairymen and vendors of milk and all 
driversof milk waggons or vehicles having milk 
in their possession at the lime shall furnish the 
Meoieal Health Ollieer nr Sanitary Inspector 
with such samples of milk as lie or they may 
have from time to time, and at such place as the I 
samples may be demanded from them, 

15. Every sample of milk shall have a label at- 
tached to the vessel containing it, which shall 
hive written thereon at the time of collecting, 
the number of the sample, date of collection, 
and the initials of the Inspector, who shall at 
once enter in a book carried for that purpose for 
future reference, a corresponding number, witli 
the name of the oivner and driver from w hom 
said samples were obtained, and bhall de'iver a 
duplicate of such sample In a sealed bottle or 
vessel lo the person from « lloln the sample was 
taken. 

10. Every sample shall be examined separate- 
ly, according to iis number, by the Medical 
Health Ollieer, w in. shall register the percent- 
age of butter fut opposite n corresponding num- 
ber in a book kept for that purpose, the name of 
the ow nor lo he subsequently Inserted. 

17. Tin Medical Health Officer shall, not 
less than six times a year, publish with- 
out comment or addition in some one 



nr moro daily newspapers published in the 
sajd city a report of ull such examinations and 
analysis as shall have been made by him since 
the date ol hist lien last published report, and 
shall state therein the result of all such exam- 
inations and analyses, and the name or names 
of the person or persons from whom the said 
samples were obtained; such examinations to 
be made with and by means of the Babeoek 
milk tester now in possession of the City. 

18. Any person who violates any of the pro- 
visions of this by-law shall be liable to a, penal- 
ty not exceeding ten dollars ($10). 

10. Section 58 of the "Market By-law" (No. 
Ms) is' hereby amended by striking out the 
words "milkadulturated with- water or," In the 
second and third lines thereof. 

20. This .by-law may be cited us the "Milk 
Venders' By-law lS'Ja "

Military and Naval Matters— Develop- 
ment of British Guiana— An tar- 
tic Exploring expedition. 



The Queen's Christinas Celebration— 
Pensioning- Duke of Cambridge 
—Funeral of Stepniak. 



(Special by the Associated l'ress.) 
London, Dec. 28. — The sullen weather, 
sleet and dampness, which has been a 
feature of Christmas week, seems to 
have cast a gloom over politics in 
general, although the Venezuelan ques- 
tion, chiefly from its financial ami com- 
mercial standpoint, has been uppermost 
in the public mind. Although the atti- 
tude of the people in authority and 
those not in authority is peaceful, the 
possibilities which the future may bring 
forth are not by any means over esti- 
mated. This is evidenced by the stress 
laid by the St. James Gazette this after- 
noon upon the latest 

ADVICES FROM BRITISH GUIANA 

and the commercial and military out- 
look in that colony. The St. James 
Gazette has from the ii rat and up to the 
present been ahead in announcing all 
the developments- from this side id' the 
water in regard to the controversy, and 
there is, therefore, a suspicion that it 
has been more or less directly or in- 
directly inspired by the secretary of 
state lor ttie colonies, Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain. In consequence, mure 
than ordinary interest is manifested in 
an article which it published to-day, 
giving prominence to the mail news 
just received from British Guiana, and 
in which it is announced that, at a 
meeting of influential residents of 
British Guiana recently held at 
Georgetown, the capital of that 
colony, a provisional hoard of 
directors was appointed for a company 
which is to be known as the British 
Guiana Chartered Company, organized 
fur the purpose of developing the inte- 
rior of British Guiana. This board in- 
cludes among its members some leading] 
commercial men of the colony, some of 
them men who have hitherto been iden- 
tified with the sugar industry of British 
Guiana. This marks a decided change 
in the attitude of those prominent in 
the planting interests of the colony, and 
the idea seems to be to start a charter- 
ed company in the colony and invite 
home capitalists to enter into the under- 
taking. This new development is main- 
ly due to the despatch of the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, Mr. Chamber- 
lain, of September last asking if local 
capitalists in British Guiana were pre- 
pared to take up large concessions in 
the northwest portion of the colony and 
develop the 

MINERAL AND OTHER RESOURCES 

of the territory. At the same time the 
hint was clearly conveyed to the people 
of British Guiana that if their capitalists 
were not in a position to take up the 
matter there were people in Great 
Britain able and willing to do so. It now 
remains to be seen whether tin- govern- 
ment will grant a charter to this com- 
pany of British Guiana capitalists in 
view of the fact that it has as a competi- 
tor a home syndicate, which has already 
made proposals to tiie local government, 
which propositions, however, have not 
been accepted. The St. James' Gazette 
adds: "There is no reason why Mr. 
Chamberlain should delay his decision 
in the mailer. Jt is a fair inference that 
his despatch of September was a coun- 
termove to the Venezuelan concessions 
made to Americans in February, and 
may be fraught with larger consequences 
than appear at first sight." In another 
paragraph in this article the Gazette 
says: "Hitherto the inspectors of the 
British Guiana poli'.-e have been uni- 
formed civilians, but will now be 
strengthened by the addition of ('apt. 
Johnstone and Lt. Good, of the British 
army, as sub-inspectors. Their a monu- 
ments are announced to-day, and this is 
significant of the rapid transition of the 
Brisish Guinaa police into a military 
force, ("apt. Johnsi one, we apprehend, 
will instruct the negro police in working 
the Maxim gun." 

Great interest is also being Liken in 
American military and naval matters. 
Comparisons have been made between 
the British and American navies, and 
the American warships have been high- 
ly praised. Another sign of the interest 
taken here at present in American mili- 
tary matters is found in the fact I hat the 
Army and Navy Gazette to-day pub- 
lished short biographical sketches of all 
the American generals. On the other 
hand, the little

has not been entirely forgotten in the 
face of the c> mplications in the great 
West, and up to the present everything 
in connection with the British expedition 
.sent against King Pretnpeh appears to 
have gone well and smoothly. The 
main body of the expeditionary force 
leaves Cape Coast to-day, and the ad- 
vance guard has already reached the 
river Prah, which has been bridged. 
When this work was accomplished a 
scouting party was sent forward into the 
enemy's country, and news of conflicts 
with the forces of the King of Ashantee 
may be expected at any moment. 

The malarial fevers which are most 
dreaded have not yet made themselves 
felt to any extent.

PENSION FOR DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE. 

Parliament will he asked when it re- 
assembles to vote a special pension of 
£1,000 yearly to the Duke of Cambridge, 
late commander-in-chief of the forces. 
As Colonel of the Grenadier Guards, the 
Duke draws £2,200, which is held to be 
an inadequate sum in view of his length 
of service. 

There is a boom in Antartic exploring 
just now. In this city a syndicate has 
been formed to send two steam 
whalers of about -100 tons on a 
whale and seal fishing expedition, 
while a smaller whaler will accompany 
them, and take a scientific party under 
the guidance of Borchgrevink, the ex- 
plorer. 

I'EARY'S COMPANION, 

Astrup, is also expected to be included 
in the party, which will be landed at 
Cape Adare or Coulman island. From 
one of these points Borchgrevink and a 
couple of companions will proceed in- 
land. Deep sea soundings will be taken, 
anil magnetic, meterological and other 
observations will he made. The ex- 
pedition will leave England in August, 
1896, and the scientists will remain at 
Cape Adare for a year, at tin; expiratfon 
of which lime tiie whaling vessels will 
return and re-embark them. An almost 
similar expedition is being fitted out at 
Leith, and much interesting matter is 
expected to be collected as t lie result of 
these researches in the Antarctic ocean. 

There was a big gathering to-day at 
Chiswick, of Russian and Polish exiles, 
as well as of English sympathizers with 
the deceased, the occasion being the 
funeral of Sergitis Stepniak, the 

CELEBRATED RUSSIAN NIHILIST, 

who was killed while crossing a railroad 
track on Monday last. The exiles and 
others accompanied the body from Step- 
niak's house at Chiswick to the Water- 
loo railway station, where it was placed 
on hoard a train for Woking, at which 
place it will be cremated. John Burns, 
the English labor leader, marshalled the 
procession from the house at Chis- 
wick to the railroad station at 
that place. The procession includ- 
ing Madame Stepniak, Vera Zassou- 
litch, Prince Krapotkine, Volholfski, 
Spence, Watson and Kier Hardie and a 
delegation from the Socialist Federation, 
headed by a brass band, met the body 
at Waterloo railroad station. Those 
who took part in the demonstration of 
respect to the deceased gathered around 
a large centre lamp outside the railroad 
station and surrounded by red and black 
banners Volfiofl'ski, Spencer, Watson, 
Prince Krapotkin, Wi[liani Morris and 
a number of representatives of foreign 
socialists made speeches. The body was 
then placed upon the train for convey- 
ance to the Woking cemetery. 

CHRISTMAS IN TII1C METROPOLIS,

CAPTURE OF ZEIT0UN. 

Thousands of Armenians at the Mercv of 
the Turkish Troops- Action of 
the Powers. 

Constantinople, Dee. 28. — It is offi- 
cially announced that the moat obstinate 
fighting preceded the capture of Zeitoun 
by the Turks. Semi-official advices from 
Zeitoun say the Armenians lost 2,500 
killed during the engagements, and 250 
Turks were killed. A narrow pass be- 
tween the hills leading out of Zeitoun is 
said to becrowded with Armenians, men. 
women and children, and it is feared 
they will be massacred. Jt appears the 
Turkish troops only bombarded the bar- 
racks at the place these buildings were 
occupied by Armenians. An explosion 
of shells set lire to the barracks, and 
obliged the combatants to seek refuge in 
flight. Zeitung is said to contain many 
thousands of Armenians, who are at the 
mercy of the troops. 

The ambassadors of Great Britain, 
France, Russia, Germany, Italy and 
Austria have sent their diagomiuis to 
the palace to make a representation with 
a view to preventing the Armenians be- 
ing massaced.
